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Kohl Is Forced to Withdraw 
Tax-Deduction Amnesty Bill

BONN •— In one of iis sharpen 
setba cks since coming power 20 
®wnhs ago. Chancellor Helmut 
KohTs conservative coalition was 
forced Wednesday to withdraw a 
draft law that would have granted 
an amnesty to politicians and busi- 
nessmen involved in iflegallv de- 
ducting party contributions from 
income taxes! 

The coalition was obliged to 
withdraw the bfll after a rebellion 
among its junior partners, the Free 
Democrats, made it obvious that 
the government would not be able 
to get a Bundestag majority for the 
measure. 

It was the first time that the Free 
Democrats had openly broken with 
Mr. Kohl on a major issue. It was 
also a blow to the Free Democratic 
chairman. Foreign Minister Hans- 
Dietrich Genscher. who had en- 
dorsed the amnesty proposal in de- 
liberations earlier this month. 

The rebuff to Mr. Genscher ap- 
peared certain to intensify doubts 
about his leadership at a Free Dem- 
ocratic Party congress in two 
weeks. 

Mr. KohL who last week had 
managed to secure lukewarm sup- 
port for the btD from his own Chris- 
tian Democrats, had publicly 
vowed to win parliamentary back- 
ing for the amnesty. 

He had portrayed the move as a 
necessary move 'to protect small 
businessmen who had innocently 
slipped outside the law- in support 
of democratic institutions. 


The coalitions retreat means 
that investigations win go forward 
on 1.S00 cases involving 3.000 busi- 
nessmen and politicians who are 
reported to have avoided a patty 
Financing law through such devices 
as tax-deductible contributions to 
foundations or h illing s for work 
that was not performed. 

Several coalition deputies and 
officials — including Interior Min- 
ister Friedrich Zimraermann. Eco- 
nomics Minister Otto Lambsdorff 
and Housing Minister Oscar 
Schneider — are reported to be 
among those under investigation.

NEW YORK — The Moscow 
bureau chief of Newsweek maga- 
zine has voluntarily left the Soviet 
Union after being summoned to 
the Soviet Foreign Ministry. News- 
week officials said Wednesday. 

The correspondent. Robert B. 
Cullen, left the Soviet Union on 
Tuesday, and a spokesman for the 
magazine said it was still unclear 
under what circumstances he had 
left. 

“He felt it was necessary to flee 
to West Germany, where he could 
confer with us on untapped phone 
lines," a Newsweek spokesman. 
Gary Gerard, said. “He's going to 
the embassy in Bonn to talk to U.S. 
officials." 


Mr. Lambsdorff has been indict- 
ed on charges of having given tax 
breaks to the Flick bolding compa- 
ny in return Tor contributions to the 
Free Democrats.

The amnesty plan would not 
have covered Mr. Lambsdorffs 
case involving Flick, but it would 
have prevented what Mr. Kohl and 
his aides fear will develop into a 
series of prosecutions that could 
concdvablv send a number of well- 
known politicians to jail and tar- 
nish the reputation of West Germa- 
ny’s established parties. 

Hie loss of the amnesty bfll has 
been a windfall for the opposition 
Social Democrats and Greens, just 
as all parties are tuning up their 
campaigns for the elections on June 
17 for the European Parliament in 
Strasbourg. 

Hans-Jochen Vogel the Social 
Democrats’ leader, has been speak- 
ing of “a touch of Watergate" in 
Bonn, and on Wednesday he 
charged that the chancellor’s credi- 
bility had been undermined. 

The rebellion among the Free 
Democrats’ regional branches and 
its Bundestag group over the am- 
nesty issue follows a malaise that 
has grown within the party since It 
helped bring the Christian Demo- 
crats to power in a switch of parlia- 
mentary allegiances in October 
1981 ' 

Many Free Democrats believe 
that their party has lost its political 
personality because of its alliance 
with the' Christian Democrats. 


Hart Wins 
In Nebraska 
And Oregon

PORTLAND. Oregon — Sena- 
tor Gan Hart of Colorado scored 
overwhelming \ictories. as expect- 
ed. in the Oregon and Nebraska 
primaries in his bid to overtake 
Waiter F. Mondale for the Demo- 
ctatk piesicectiai rumination. 

In the Nebraska vote, with 9« 

K ercer.t of the precincts reporting, 
fr. Hart had 59 percent of :h: 
vote, against 27 percent for Mr. 
Mcndale and 9 percent for the Rev. 
Jesse L Jackson. 

In Oregon, with 97 percent of the 
precincts reporting. Mr. Hart again 
look 59 percent, against 2? percent 
for Mr. Mondale and 10 percent for 
Mr. Jackson. 

The remainder of the vote in 
both states Tuesday went to un- 
committed delegates or to candi- 
dates no longer in the race. 

Both victories by Mr. Han had 
been widely predicted. 

The number of delegates at slake 
Tuesday was relatively small. For- 
ty-three of Oregon’s 50 delegates to 
the convention in San Francisco 
will be allocated on the basis of the 
results. In Nebraska, 24 of that 
state’s 30 delegates were at stake. It 
will take 1,967 delegate votes at the 
convention to win the nomination. 

Mr. Mondale committed no time 
and virtually no resources to Ore- 
gon, conceding it to Mr. Hart in 
favor of concentrating on the big- 
ger delegate prizes in California 
and New Jersey on June 5. A total 
of 486 delegates will be at stake on 
that day. 

But Mr. Han campaigned vigor- 
ously in Oregon in the hope that a 
substantial victory —after his nar- 
row successes in Ohio and Indiana 
last week — would* provide mo- 
mentum for the final round June 5. 

The senator told several hundred 
cheering hometown supporters in a 
Denver hotel ballroom Tuesday 
night that the day's results showed 
voters had “turned their backs on 
negative attack politics." 

Laughing and appearing relaxed, 
he said that Tuesday's victories 
were “putting together a nomina- 
tion majority for the convention in 
San Francisco." 

Mr. Mondale, speaking in Los 
Angeles, said of Mr. Hart: “I com- 
mend him on his victory. He cam- 
paigned hard and he earned it.’’ 

' But the former vice president 
-emphasized that his own campaign 
had made only token efforts m me 
two slates. “I spent 53,000 in Ore- 
gem," he said. “I only made one 
brief stop in Nebraska." 

He insisted that his strategy to 
.concentrate on the June 5 primaries 
in California. New Jersey and other 
states would prove wise. 

Asked about reports of bitter re- 
lations with Senator Hart, Mr. 
Mondale, who appeared to be in 
good spirits, said: “That’s greatly 
overdrawn. We had a pleasant con- 
versation last time we were togeth- 
er."

Barletta Declared Victor 
In Panamanian Election

PANAMA CITY — Nicolas Ar- 
dito Barletta was officially declared 
the winner Wedoesdav'in Pana- 
ma's first direct presidential elec- 
tion in 16 years — an election 
marked h\ charges of fraud and IQ 
days of wangling over the vote 
count. 

The Supreme Election Tribunal 
sweeping a wav dozen? of chal- 
lenges involving thousands of 
votes, proclaimed Mr. Bar’erta. 
who was backed by ihe mihuty 
government, the winner b> a mar- 
gin of 1.713 votes. 

The decision on the May 6 elec- 
tion came a little more than a day 
after the election tribunal had been 
asked to deride the outcome by a 
deadlocked National Tabulation 
Board. 

Mr. Barletta, 45. haiied the vie- 
lory as the “will of the people’’ and 
said he would immediately begin 
work to solve Panama's economic 
problems. He was the candidate of 
the official party and had the sup- 
port of the powerful Defense 
Forces of Panama, formerly the 
National Guard. 

"This is a very special and emo- 
tional moment, above all for having 
such a close margin," he said on a 
radio broadcast. “1 reiterate we will 


have a government of national rec- 
onciliation. I hope the announce- 
ment will be accepted by all sides." 

Mr. Barietta’s term of office be- 
gins Oct 11. 

The winner's principal opponent 
in a seven-man field was Amulfo 
.Arias Madrid, 82. who three times 
before was elected president only 
to be removed by the military. 

The election tribunal said its fi- 
ns! recount of results from the 
country's 40 electoral districts gave 
Mt. Barletta 300.750 votes to 
299,037 for Mr. Arias. 

Enrique Rogers, speaking for the 
opposition, said, "We will do ev- 
erything we can within the law" to 
continue challenging the election. 
The opposition coalition has 
charged the government with buy- 
ing votes for Mr. Barletta* 

The National Tabulation Board, 
the vote-counting body, had tried 
to tabulate the results but said it 
was unable to do so because of 
135.000 challenged votes out of the 
more than 700.000 cast. It delegat- 
ed its power to the backup Supreme 
Election Tribunal. 

The delay in the vote count 
sparked violence between support- 
ers of the two candidates, leaving 
one person dead and more than 40

Marriages to non-Ot&valos 
are rare; work and pleasure take 
place within the context of the ex- 
tended family, and travel instincts 
remain strong. 

Since pve-Hispanic times, toe 
Otavalos have seemed different. 

They withstood the advance of the 
Incas for 16 years to the mid- 15 th 
century before succumbing, and, 
although they were virtually en- 
slaved after the Spanish conquest 
in 1532, their skills as artisans were 
recognized in the colonial period. 

Fear almost three centimes, toe 
textile makers in and around Ota- 
vato. supplied doth to Colombia 
and Peru, initiating a tradition of 
exports that would be resumed gen- 
erations later. In Latin America’s 
wars of independence to tile early 
19th century, the region supplied 
the nmfotms to many of the liber- 
ating tames. 

Demand for Otavalo weavings

Eisenhower, the World War II commander of allied forces in 
Europe, referred to toe Russians to a radio broadcast to Europe on 
June 6, 1944, announcing that UJL, British, French. Canadian and 
Polisfc troops had landed on five beaches along the French coast, 
opening up a second major from against Nazi Germany. 

Soviet troops were engaging the Naas at the same time on the 
eastern front of Europe. 

“This landing is pah of the concerted united nations’ plan for the

The navy 
was reported to have only 20 per- 
cent of its ammunition reserves on 
hand, the air force 30 percent and 
the Marine Corps 43 percent. 

Overall it said, the services have 
on hand only 20 percent of the 
items needed to fight more than a 
quick operation. 

On the other hand, the report 
repeated administra tion statements 
that more and better people have 
enlisted in the armed forces, and it 
gave a long list of new weapons 
that had been ordered or delivered.'

At the moment, Soviet officials are dismiss- 
ing that option, arguing in their inimitable 
humanitarian way rbat if you let one trouble- 
maker our, someone else rises up and starts 
making more trouble. But, as difficult as it 
may be for the Soviet bureaucratic mind to 
grasp the concept, there is only one Andrei 
Sakharov, and one Yelena. Bonner. Theirs are 
the lives that need to be saved, theirs the 
liberty to be Perhaps for the Sakhar- 

ovs' sake we should meet Soviet officials on 
their level of concern. Perhaps it will reassure 
them to consider that unfortunately the West 
can pay attention to only a limited number of 
persecuted Soviet citizens at any one time.

The Moon Conviction 


The United States Supreme Court has re- 
fused to bear an appeal by the Reverend Sun 
Myung Moon, and now he must begin serving 
an IS-month sentence in federal prison. Was 
he railroaded or persecuted because of his 
unorthodox beliefs? Is it true, as he claims, 
that he would never have been indicted for lax 
fraud if his “skin were white and [his] religion 
Presbyterian"? The answer is no. 

Reverend Moon was convicted by a New 
York jury of filing false income tax returns and 
cooperating in the fabrication or false docu- 
ments to support those returns. He claimed 
that he did not owe taxes on the money in 
question because, although it was in his name, 
he held the funds in trust for the Unification 
Church; he also claimed that the government 
was infringing on ins religious freedom by 
inquiring into church finances. A number of 
church groups filed briefs in his support but 
the court's refusal to overturn his conviction 
should not have a broad effect on them. 

The government's postion is simply stated: 
The money did not belong to the church but to 
Reverend Moon personally, and it was tax- 
able. Prosecutors persuaded a jury that Rever- 
end Moon and his codefendant concocted 


fraudulent evidence to show that the foods in 
question had been donated to the church. No 
other churches, say government lawyers, need 
fear the prececkmt of this conviction if they do 
not intentionally forge documents, for exam- 
ple. or conspire to commit fraud. Church 
funds used for church purposes are tax-ex- 
empt; funds that belong to individuals or are 
generated by commercial or unrelated busi- 
ness operations of the church remain taxable, 
and juries have the right to make factual find- 
ings about the source and ownership of assets. 

It might have been more reassuring to reli- 
gious groups if the Supreme Court had heard 
this case and spelled out guidelines that would 
be broadly applicable. The justices, though, 
did not think this was necessary and chose 
instead to let the findings of die two lower 
courts stand. They did so without noting a 
angle dissent. Clearly no justice believed 
strongly that broad Fust Amendment rights 
were at issue here. They appear to have regard- 
ed the case as that of a c riminal conviction 
based on a unique set of facts. As such it 
should cause no alarm among religious groups 
which do not violate c riminal law.

A year ago, Canadian Wildlife 
Service workers made their annual 
egg-hunting visit to the 
of the whooping 
crane in Wood Buffalo National 
Park in the Northwest Territories 
of Canada. 

One of the eggs taken, identified 
as Egg 83-14, was put in a special 
heated suitcase and transported to 
Gray's Lake National Wildlife Ref- 
uge in Idaho. There it was tucked 
into the nest of sandhill cranes, a 
dose and thriving relative of the 
whooper. The sandhill cranes, it 
has been found, will rear whoopers 
as their own. The whoopers, lor 
their part, can adopt the sandhill 
diet and migratory patterns. 


A male and female sandhill 
crane raised the chick that hatched 
from Egg 83-14, then migrated 
smith in the fall to the sandhill 
wintering grounds in Bosque del 
Apache National Wildlife Refuge 
in New Mexico. 

Since 1967 the Canadians, in co- 
operation with the UJS. Fish and 
Wildlife Service; have been taking 
eggs from the nests of cranes to 
help expand the stock of whoopers. 
In the early years of the program, 
the eggs were removed to the Pa- 
tuxent center, where a captive flock 
was raised and bred.

'Fake Virus’ Drug to Be Tested Against Cancer

TITASHINGTON — A new 
W cancer-fighting drug that 
works tike a “fake virus" will be 
tested an leukemia patients and 
other cancer victims with a S53- 
million federal grant awarded to 
Philadelphia's Hahnemann Uni- 
versity. 

Preliminary tests of the drug am- 
ptigen indicated that seven of 12 
patients with advanced cancers had 
“partial or more than partial tumor 
response." Dr. William Carter, di- 
rector of clinical research at Hah- 
nemann. said Tuesday at a news 
conference. “We have evidence it 
will be even more effective in earli- 
er stages." 

The three-year grant from the 
National Cancer Institute will be 
used to test human response to am- 
pligen. the fruit of a 12-year, S20- 
mitiion research effort at Johns 
Hopkins University in Baltimore. 


Ampligen is described as a “fake 
virus'* that blocks the proliferation 
of cancerous cells or converts can- 
cerous cells back to normal ones. 
And unlik e most cancer chemoth- 
erapies, researchers say ampligen 
stimulates the body’s immune sys- 
tem instead of depressing it 

The stimulation triggers the pro- 
duction of interferon, the body’s 
first line of defense against viruses. 

The seven patients who showed 
improvement from ampligen were 
part of first phase of Food and 
Drug Administration tests de- 
signed to check toxicity. The grant 
will finance the second phase, mea- 
suring the response of diseased pa- 
tients. 

Dr. Isadore Brodsky, president 
of the Hahne mann Institute for 
Cancer and Blood Diseases, said 
huge doses of the drug produced 
nothing more serious than a low- 
grade fever. 


Professor Paul Ts'o of Johns 
Hopkins, who developed the drug 
with Dr. Carter, said am pli ggn is 
more powerful than interferon and 
less expensive to make than syn- 
thetic interferon. He said research 
shows tumors are less likdy to be- 
come resistant to ampligen in time 
and said the new drug can be used 
in cases where interferon does not 
work. 

Part of the Hahn emann strategy 
is a genetic photocopying tech- 


nique called the “quick blot." 
which yields a rapid analysis of 
genetic activity. The test measures 
RNA and DNA levels in blood, 
bone marrow and tumor cells for 
signs of cancer activity. 

Dr. Brodsky said the quick Not 
has enormous diagnostic potential 
and may become a widespread way 
to detea cancer in hs early stages 
when new, more subtle drags tend 
to be most effective.

After IchabocTs first winter of 
life in New Mexico, he was re turn- 
ing north, probably with bis foster 
parents, when he apparently hit a 
power line near Grand Junction, 
Colorado. Mike Grode, a regional 
manager with the state division of 
wildlife there, said his office re- 
ceived a call from a rancher.

OECD Session to Grapple 
With Old Foe: High Rates

PARIS — The annual series of spring meetings 
of the major industrialized countries moves into 
fun swing litis week amid trepidation bought cat 
oy anuiher surge in U.S. interest rates. 

Finance ministers and treasury secretaries from 
24 nations are gathering at the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Development For talks 
that wiD culminate at the June 7-9 summit of the 
beads of stale of the seven largest democratic 
states. 

Despite the current upset in financial markets 
from the renewed rise in U.S. interest rates and 
fresh worries about the impact this will have on the 
debt burden of developing commies, the meetings 
are expected to be back-slapping affaire producing 
no new. initiatives. 

High ll-S. interest rates, which European offi- 
cials believe can be traced to Washington's massive 
budget defidz, wiH again — as they have since 1982 
— figure prominently in the speeches of the Euro- 
peans. But, even mean than in past years, the 
implied criticism of a lax fiscal policy will be 


Whereas last year US. officials had only the 
promise of an economic recovery to justify their 
policy mix, this year they can point to a robust 
expansion well under way-at home, which is al- 
ready setting off a chain reaction of more rapid 
growth in most other countries. 

While critics of the U.S. policy mix worry about 
the UB. recovery overheating, fueling a new wave 
of inflation and aborting into a renewed recession, 
economists are busy revising upward their esti- 
mates of economic performance. 

The OECD’s growth forecast published in De- 
cember was revised upward in April by economists 
at the International Monetary Fund, and the latest 
OECD figures show that even April’s data failed to 
reflect the full force of the recovery. 

Growth in the output of goods and services is 
now expected to lift the gross national product of 
the OECD countries by 4 percent this year, after 
adjustment dne to rising prices, up from an atinmic 
2% percent last year and up from earlier estimates 
of a 3 Vi-percent increase. 

The OECD and the IMF see the expansion, 
although slowing, continuing into next year at a 
more vigorous pace than forecast earlier. 

On the face of it, this is good news for Europe, 
which for the rest of this decade will be grappling

The united States, whose fiscal deficit is almost 
universally seen as the biggest threat to interna- 
tional economic stability, will promise to cut $25

Brothers, told clients last week that anything less 
than a S60- billion cot would have no impact on 
what he sees as the otherwise inevitable sharp rise 
in U.S. interest rates.

It’s hard tophi down why it proves disturb- 
ing that this is the case. Surely if s not a 
question of honor in this day and age, mothers 
have as right to be attacked as fathers, 
and indeed, like fathers, have been assailed by 
their author-sons for centuries. 

ft isn’t exactly that his seeming obsession 
has served to narrow or warp West’s perspec- 
tive. His portraits of the people who touched 
his father’s fife are witty and eloquent, if 
barbed. His defense of Ins father makes no
